Nobel Peace Prize has -been 
awarded to a head of government 
and to one from a nation blnmod for 
starting two world wars — Ger- 
many. 

Willy Brandt, West Gcrma.n, 
Chancellor, won for his efforts to 
open Soviet-West German 
. negotiations and for "creating prc- 
condit(ons for peace in Europe." 

In naming, Brandt Its unanimous 
choice tor the prize and the $88 
thousand dollar cash award, the 
committo lauded him for extending 
"the hand of reconciliation between 
'countries that have long been 
enemies" and for a fundamontol 
contribution to peace. 

Brandt will accept the award 
December 10, anniversary of tho 
death in \m of Alfred Nobci; 
inventor of t|iynamito, who created 
the Nobel prizes in his will.

Cancer Is not 
transmitted In any such 
manner.)

Open cancers easily 
become Infected, Just as any 
open wound can. llio gdrms 
causing such a secondary In- 
fection shoald, of course, bo 
avoided, just as you would ovoid 
the germs from any infection in 
which cancer is not involved ot 
all. 

Wearing gloves and washing 
the hands ' Is sufficient . 
protection against picking up 
such secondary Infections, but 
cancer d^sn't enter into Uiot.

Counselm?TIi*e caller is not ad- 
vised, but the Hotline operat6r"ciin • ■ 
offer fliternatives to consider. 

The TWin 'Falls Hotline was 
estabUslitd last spring. It is funded 
tJirougli. tl.ic-Twin Falls County 
Mental Health Association and 
donations horn service clubs and 
individuals. The operators are 
college students and adults who arc 
selected for past experience and 
non-Judgmental attitudes. The 
operators take part in training 
sessions Which enable them to be 
more aware of people's problems 
and to know what facilities arc. 
available for referral. 

Rev.'Lcii'Brown, president of the 
'I"win Falls County Mental Health 
Association, feels that the Hotline 
is a Wodessary link In trying to help 
people adjust in our society. 
"Every call is considered serious 
by the operators, and if they can't 
holff, tnc' caller is referred to 
someone they fcol .can,'' ho said. 

Rev.. Brown also described the 
"crisis. intervention team," which 
is-callcd for emergencies.' These 
personsw-e on the Hotline staff and 
have had Red Cross training. Ho 
mentioned that "several members 
"of this team are counselors and 
mifliatefs and have had experience 
.Je'aling with people in a crisla 
situati.on." ' ^ 

"The Hotline -doesn't ask for 
nameror ages,"-sald Rev.-flrowi^ 
and he mentioned that the locatloM 
is anonymous. He also stressol 
Uiat referral is never made to Jaw 
enforcement agencies unless tht 
caller requests it. 

The Twin Falls HoUlac has, 
received calls dealing with boy-girl 
problems, pa(;ont-tecnagers 
conflicts, drugs and even suicides. 
There is a list of resource people 
such as doctors, counselors and 
lawyers who have volunteered 
their services. 

Present Hotline hours are from 0 
p.m. to midnight until longer hburs 
can bo arranged. 

One Hotline operator discussed 
his involvement, "It seems like 
tjiero aren't enough people today 
who will listen. If I can bo th.ere on 
Uiat phone so they have someone to 
talk their hangups out with, I feel I 
om making a worthwhile con- 
tribution.''

However, If you 
luipptn to have a real cold 
winter, it's safer to use some 
natural mulch .such as corn- 
stalk-s, evergreen boughs, or 
coarse straw to bring them 
tJiroui;h. 

Avoid anythlhg tliat pucks 
down firmly .sucli as tree leaves, 
manure or lawn clippings.

Answer; Tills one took some 
searching, but I an\ sure it Is a 
"10 Mifiunn" piece of Morocco, 
since tills is the only coin which 
(Its your description. 

Hic coin was actually minted 
first in 1001. Tlie discrepancy in 
dates comes about becodse the. 
Moors use the Mohammedan 
Era, ilatinH their coinn^e from 
Uie fliRlit of Mohammed from 
Metca lo Medina, wliicli oc- 
curred In 022 A. D. Also, to 
further complicate matters, 
most of the Mohammedan 
countries luivc at times used the 
lunar year of 354 days which is 
about 2 per cent fewer days ttuin 
we Juivo in our calcndjir. 

You can use a formula for 
converting tJie Mohammedjin 
dates as follows: To the date, 
subtract 3 per ceat of'Uie date — 
tlien .add "0^2 (tlic number of 
. yours^'whlch luid passed since 
Qirist's Wrtb-when Mohammed 
went to Meitlna.

sionally. Whether this is true or not is not 
cleiir. Mis capable personiil manager Jack 
Spina (ilie onl;^ one he ever hail), who lias 
(juided his commercial ilesiiny for 1<> 
years, has well underslood Pal's personal 
irauma*. Spina lias skillfully moilulated Put 
out of his exclusive solo work into Ihe 
);ranp field as well, with the entire family. 
"The Iluone Fannly" has already cut sev- 
eral records and alhitnis (on llic religious 
sMe) for a receplivc market, They have 
ap|H,*arcd in concert lo Maiiding-room-only j 
aiitlitinccs, and this June lliey headlined at 
the Fremont in I.as Vegas for four weeks, 
Pat h;is alsti told his story in his latest 
book, "A New Song." 

I.asl April,. Pat's Church of Chrisl in 
fnglevvooil, California, ihrniigh one of the 
ciders, read a sialenicnl of "disfcllnwship" 
to ilie congregation, dimcted lo Pal .'ind 
Sliirlcy.

I think then I 
could take care of them by live o'cl<x:k." This implies that 
yon liave something at slake. It's not criticism, but rather n 
coiiKlniclivc reqiie.v( for iild. Spoken in private to yotir fellow 
worker, it should pruilucc results while keeping your job 
friendship intact.

Johnny Cash 




He hasiUttd a moment, as 
though thinking, then 
looked me straight in the eye. 
"Suicide is a dead-end 
street," ha said softly. 

It was fhc-tpring of 1959, a Saturday night in Slircvcporl, 
Louisiana, I wiis an Airman Second Class stationed at Barksdalc 
Air Force Base in Bcssicr City, La., far from my home! in 
Tennessee. I vma 22 yehrs old and very despondent that night, close 
(o the thought of taking my own life. I'd only been in the Air Force 
for a few months and had "never been so far from the people and 
places 1 loved. Nothing seemed to be going right. The world seemed 
bleak and empty. 

To perk up my spirits, I decided to go to the Louisiana I layride, 
a popular Saturday-night show near the base. The special guest 

that night was a nian-wlio wns^ not too well known nationally but 

who had already made a name for himself on the country music 
circuit— Johnny Ca.sli. I'd always loved his music but had never 
seen -him perform in person. Johnny look over the stage like a 
thunderbolt— he sang and sang with all his heart, making every ~ 
song ring true. I watched him perform and thought to my.sclf : 
Here's a mon whose life has meaning because he can make otiier 
people feel good. ! was determined to meet him. 

I waited backstage after the show was over, and finally Johnny. 
. Cash came through the door. I was only hoping to gel his auto- 
graph. But when I saw him face to face, I felt a sudden compulsion 
to stop him and tell him my troubles. I murmured something to the 
effect that his performance had helped me a great deal. 
' "I know how you feel" he said, looking up from his autograph 
. signing and straight into my eyes, "I've only been out of the Air 
Force a couple of yciir.s myself, and I've had tiio.sc same feelings." 

Then he did .something which had'a profound effect on me. 
Setting his guitar case down, he put his anpi around my shoulder 
and walked o(t with me a few steps. "Try to remember something, 
•■ion, Life has corners; corners you'll find you have to turn even 
when jou didn't know they were there. And though things may 
.seem terrible at the time, around every one of those corners is n 
new story and a new friend. Life is a challenge. There's always 
something to look forward to." 

He, hesitated a momc'nl, as though thinking, then looked itie 
straight in the eye again. "Siiiciilc is a dead-end street," he said 
. softly. . • ,' 

I watched'hilirus iic'fricked up his guitar case and walked to liis 
car, I'm sure Johnny Cash doesn't i-cmcmbcr this meeting with mo 
now.. For he's come a long way since then. But he seemed .so 
sincerely interested in me, so determined to help mc in whatever 
way he could. He gave me new strength. I did get through, those 
trying days, and I did find new friends, newTinteresls. But it was 
Johnny Cash who made me do the looking.
